Eggs in all sizes from nearby 
farms are plentiful, and rate 
Best Buy status. Native fowl, for ; 
soups, stews, salads and casse¬ 
roles, is in good supply and rea¬ 
sonably priced. Massachusetts 
duckling holds its own, only a 
few cents per pound more than 
chicken or turkey. 

Blue Hubbard squash from 
Massachusetts farms remains 
plentiful, both processed, in film 
bags, or by the pound in jhunks, 

peeled and ready to bake.

A Vast Difference 

The question has been asked, “Why, if the government has j 
entered the passenger train business, should it not go whole hog | 
and take over the railroad industry?” The answer is that there is 
no similarity between providing rail passenger service and conduct- ! 
ing freight operations. Changing technology—development of the 
family auto, the airliner, intercity buses, etc.—made the long dis¬ 
tance passenger train something of an anachronism. The reverse 
is true of rail freight service. Advancing technology, together 
•with a host of other changes in our 20th century civilization, includ- 
ingthose involving the environment, has made mass movement of 
goods by rail more essential than ever before. The railroads, as 
taxpaying private enterprises, can carry on the job of freight trans¬ 
portation in a way that no other agency can—least of all the gov¬ 
ernment,. # 

The phj.ee of the railroads in the transportation system as car¬ 
riers of freight has been ably presented in a brief pamphlet pub¬ 
lished by the.. Association of American Railroads. The pamphlet 
shows some of tlie things the railroads are doing to keep abreast of 
rising freight transportation requirements, while at the same time 
they present the most forceful argument possible for congressional 
action to adopt public policies and laws relative to all transportation 
that would encourage each mode to perform at top efficiency in a 
balanced transport system. The pamphlet notes, “To the extent 
that their finances allow, the railroads are constantly replacing old 
equipment with new—and better—rolling stock. . . . Today’s new 
(freight) cars have an average capacity of 80 tons. Cars in use 40 
years ago averaged only a 46-ton capacity.” Trains of these new 
cars are pulled by a new generation of diesel locomotives of more 
than 6,000 horsepower. There are predictions of 10,000—and 15,000- 
horsepower nuclear locomotives. 

Confusing government entrance into the passenger train busi¬ 
ness with nationalization of the entire rail industry could prove 
nothing less than disastorus for taxpayers and for the economy to 
say nothing of the principle of private enterprise. 

Future Role Of Females

ance Advocate. “The masculine virtues of aggression and compe¬ 
tition reflecting present cultural and political values enhance vio¬ 
lence and, in nationalistic terms, war.

division is to safeguard the con¬ 
sumer in accordance with Mass¬ 
achusetts laws. If a consumer is 
| a victim of unfair or deceptive 
acts or practices, he should first 
discuss the matter with the com¬ 
pany or business man in question. 
If he fails to receive satisfaction, 
lie may file a complaint with the 
division stating the nature of the 
alleged abuse. 

This complaint is then review¬ 
ed and assigned to a lawyer or 
investigator with expertise in this 
particular area, such as automo¬ 
biles, home improvements, retail¬ 
ing, direct sales. 

• « * 

Division Jurisdiction 
Sometimes complaints do not 
fall within the realm of the law. 
In these cases the division is un¬ 
able to assist the consumer or to 
make demands upon the compa¬ 


ny For this reason each year the 
attorney general files new legis¬ 
lation to further protect the con¬ 
sumer. 

Where certain complaints do 
not fall within the jurisdiction 
of the attorney general's office, 
the division will support or make 
referrals to the appropriate agen¬ 
cy or regulatory hoard. 

Whenever the division believes 
that any purpose or company is 
using unlawful methods, acts or 
practices, certain specific can be 
taken. Among the powers of the 
attorney general are subpoena, 
injunctive relief, prosecution, and 
the refund of money to indivi¬ 
duals who have suffered loss. 

Massachusetts residents inter¬ 
ested in obtaining information 
concerning consumer legislation 
should write to the Consumer 
Protection Division at the State 
House in Boston.

The Mass. Chapter of Ducks 
Unlimited has voted their “Man 
of the Year Award” to U. S. 
Congressman Silvio 0. Conte of 
the First Congressional Dist. 

Conte, one of the leading en¬ 
vironmentalists in Congress, has 
been on the Migratory Bird Con¬ 
servation Commission since 19G5. 
During his tenure on the Com¬ 
mission, 18 new wildlife refuges 
comprising 225,218 acres of wet¬ 
lands have been put into refuge 
management. 

Farming Pacific Salmon 

Massachusetts housewives who 
grimace at every ring of the 
local grocery cash register may 
find new hope in Pacific North¬ 
west salmon. United Press Int, 


reports that salmon there may 
soon give supermarket chicken a 
run for its money if National 
Marine Fisheries Service experi¬ 
ments in Washington state turn 
out as well as expected. 

Commercially raised salmon 
fry would be a high octane diet 
for about a year until they 
reached pan-size proportions. If 
consumers like the small salmon, 
the program will expand to pro¬ 
duce more than two million 
pounds of salmon a year. 

Fishery scientists agree there 
are about 10,000 acres suitable 
for salmon “forming” in Puget 
Sound alone. Considering that 
more than 500,000 salmon could 
be reared per acre each year, 
scientists believe the current ex¬ 
periments will lead to a new fish 
farming era for Puget Sound and 
other protected salt water areas.
